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positions 2-649. Positions 2-4 of SEQ ID NO:3 encode Phe as ttt, 
which is not shown in the instant application to be an initiator 
codon. The absence of an in frame initiation codon in SEQ ID 
NO:3 is evidence that positions 2-649 of SEQ ID NO:3 is not a full 
ORF and the SEQ ID NO:4 is a partial peptide sequence of a larger 
polypeptide. Accordingly, applicant has not provided an adequate 
written description for either the full length polypeptide or the 
nucleotide sequences that may encode it. Additionally, the claims 
encompass the full length genomic DNA, which DNA is not 
adequately described. 



Without conceding the validity of this rejection, Applicants have elected, to expedite 
prosecution, to cancel claims 31-42 without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter 
contained therein. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection are respectfully requested. 



Applicants thank the Examiner for the Office Action and believe this response to be a full 
and complete response to such Office Action. Accordingly, favorable reexamination, 
reconsideration in view of this response and allowance of the pending claims are earnestly
